Interesting, I was playing with my FT-817 settings the other night, and 
comparing reception of CW signals with a TS-820, and I noticed on my AGC 
menu my unit has a position for turning the AGC OFF. It had FAST, SLOW, 
AUTO, OFF mode, when I set it to OFF the radio did it, the audio shot way 
up, the S meter quit working (Oh No, you can't communicate without and S 
Meter), and I had to crank the RF gain way down. In my opinion, which may 
not count for much, IF derived AGC is no better than audio derived AGC, 
unless it is derived from its own IF sections that are not controlled by 
the AGC itself. If you had good IF filters then you wouldn't have audio 
artifacts to mess up the AGC either. I'm in the process of doing some 
research for a homemade radio, and one of the items I'm set on is that the 
AGC will be coming from a microprocessor where I can program it to do 
anything I want, without having to rewire anything.

In SWLing, we would use SINFO (or SINPO) in making reception reports. 
It is similar to the RST method that Jerry posted here, except that it uses 
a scale of 1 (poor) to 5 (excellent). The letters stand for the following: 


S - Signal Strength 

I - Interference (QRM) 

N - Noise (QRN) 

F (or P) - Fading (or propagation) 
0 - Overall Merit 


I learned this method when I started SWLing back in high school in 
the late 1960's. Even back then, I understood that the S-meter was nothing 
more than an indication of the relative signal strength at the receiver, and 
was not a measure of the actual power being received. If I wanted to make 
such a measurement now, I would use a calibrated antenna and a spectrum 
analyzer to make the measurement. That's overkill. 


Back then, I had my own cards which were picture postcards of 
Pennsylvania covered bridges upon which I would type a reception report form 
ising SINFO on the back one at a time with a typewriter. Got a few nice 
comments from the stations that received them. I might do that again using 
postcards of Arizona scenes and have a rubber stamp made. 


Now that I'm getting back into SWLing, I have a question which perhaps 
someone can answer. During the daytime on my spectrum analyzer, I see a 
very wideband signal that stretches from about 5MHz to over 12MHz, and seems 
to be some sort of short duration pulse with a wide spectrum. Is this the 
HAARP facility up in Alaska? It plays havock with 49M and 25M during the 
daytime.

I bought a used OHR 500 about 3 weeks ago, and am having fun with it. 
I am powering it intermittently with my Astron supply and also with 

a 7 Ahr gel cell from Walmart. (It's one of those jump start 
batteries with the jumper start cables removed for neater appearance.) 


It came with the DD-1 digital dial which I also like. I used one of 
the pre-drilled holes on the back fo the cabinet to install an 
accessory 12 VDC jack to power the DD-1. It does not have the 
internal keyer (I only use a side swiper, a bug, and a straight key). 


Observations: It's odd that the sidetone only goes up to 650 Hz. 
I wonder if it got the pots mixed up during construction. 


- Sidetone seemed a bit mushy, but making tone as high as I 
could plus adjustment of the sidetone volume helped. 


- Noticable small drift as acknowledged by Mfg goes away rather 
quickly after powering up. 


- Receiver hears extremely well! With QRM I wish I had additional 
stages of audio filtering, though. 


- I intend to experiment with portable antennas next spring and take 
the OHR 500 with me in the motorhome for "couch potato portable"

Hi All, 


It was an interesting evening to be sure. There wasn't too much QRN and 
signals were good when 0200 utc rolled around. I had a couple glitches 
in my logging software but started handing out pelts at a nice rate and 
life was good. About 0230 utc the propagation gods decided to favor 
someone else for a while. The QRN came up decidedly and the pile-up 
basically disappeared. 


Hounds started appearing and disappearing very rapidly. For a while it 


felt like a hound hunt as opposed to a Fox hunt. :) I'd get pieces of 
callsigns and gradually make one complete. The DX SSB guys showed up on 
the high side of my frequency, then a digital signal appeared right on 
my transmit frequency.

I ran most of the fox hunt with my FT-817 receiver set for the 
wide filter and no AGC. I had to set the RF gain to a "proper" level so 
the audio was not too loud. I turned the AF gain wide open. I heard a 
lot of things. I heard Ron working his pack of Hounds. I joined in and 
worked him. 


While looking for Dave I did the same thing and it was working 
well enough that I could almost hear him. But it never got better. He 
moved about a KHz and that would have changed the pitch of his signal 
but I think I would still have heard him if he got strong enough to 
work. 


I'm happy I found that the 817 receiver can be run in this mode. 


It's the best I think for weak signal detection. My Kenwood TS-50 cannot 
be run in this mode. It has no RF gain control.

Interesting, John. 


I have been using an IC-756PRO since September 2000 which was recently 
joined by a PRO2. In all that time, I have never had any occasion to 
disable the AGC. I have reduced the RF gain setting from time to time 
but have never found that provided any better operation than normal 
full RF gain and AGC. 


Of course, the PRO series, as do most modern IF-DSP radios, have a 
highly complex "AGC" consisting of multiple analog and digital loops 
operating at various frequencies. So, "reducing the RF gain" and/or 
“turning off the AGC" can result in consequences far more complex than 
those simple terms would imply. 


I vividly recall working CW - what else? - back in the mid 40's with 
my National HRO. First order of business was to turn off the AGC then 
turn up the AF gain and back down the RF gain until the proper 
conditions were setup. One "rode" the RF gain knob constantly while 
tuning the band, etc. 


But that was 57 years ago and our receivers have come a long way. 


But, not all receivers are created equal these days, so if someone 


finds that "AGC-off; RF gain reduced" works best for them, then that 
is the way for them to go. 


But I agree with your basic premise.
